‘brary land 
surchase

A library board decision to pur- 
chase 18 acres of land along M-66 in 
East Jordan to use as the site for anew 
library riled some board members so 
much that they voted to strip the of- 
ficers of their titles. 

The proposed action was not listed 
on the agenda, but was taken ata Dec. 
8 Jordan Valley District Library 
Board of Trustees regular meeting. 
Motions were then brought and ap- 
proved to name Sara Schroeder, presi- 
dent; Bob Sherman Jr., vice presi- 

int; Linda Robinson, treasurer; and 
Jiane Boyer, secretary. 

Among those who remain on the 
board of trustees, but no longer hold 
officer rank is 12-year veteran board 
president, Chris Curtin. 

l‘ormer vice president is Joyce 
Wardwell and former secretary is Lori 
Bolt. Laurie Hurwitz-McNeil had re- 
signed as treasurer in November. It is 
uncertain at this time whether Bolt 
has resigned. 

Curtin stands by the Feb. 26, 2003 
purchase of the land for $400,000, 
and said it is a location that meets all 
of the needs of the library. However, 
she said she is willing to look at 
expansion at the current site, butif the 
library stays there that the commu- 
nity deserves a nice library and ad- 
equate parking. 

The decision to move to a new 
location was made after years of plan- 
ning, input from community focus 
groups and acommunity survey, she 
said. 

“The board voted unanimously to 
buy the property,” Curtin said. “We 
had planned for a new library since 
1998, and the board met for seven 
months on the preliminary drawings.” 


Payments for the property bought on 
aland contract are being made yearly. 
The down payment was $50,000 and 
approximately $75,000 is paid off, 
Curtin said.

throughout the district that spans 1 12- 
square-miles and includes seven 
townships. The property site just south 
of Glen’s market in East Jordan is a 
central location for the district, Curtin 
said. The library is currently located 
on school property and it is the board’s 
consensus that 10,000-square-feet on 
two levels is too cramped. 

“We need 20,000-square feet to 
bring our collection up to the national 
standards for district libraries,” Curtin 
said. 

Board member Harry Watson 
agrees that the library needs to ex- 
pand, but does not want to use the M- 
66 property. 

“It could use some expansion, but 
the footprint where it is has plenty of 
room to put another building next to 
it,’ Watson said.

Dyer encouraged the community to continue to write 
the service personnel overseas. “A lot of times people say, 
I wrote and I didn’t hear back. It’s not that they’ re being 
rude. They have very busy days.” 

Dyer is thankful to the students and community mem- 
bers who sent him letters.

He added that the M-66 property would have a long 
driveway that would be expensive to plow in the winter 
and to maintain, whereas the school now maintains the 
much smaller site. 

But Curtin listed some benefits of the M-66 site. The 
library and parking spaces would take up six of the 18 
acres, leaving 12 acres that could be used by the commu- 
nity or sold.

The schematic cost projection for building on the M-66 
property was estimated by the architectural firm of Merritt 
McPherson Cieslak at approximately $150 per square 
foot. Watson estimates that building on the current site 
would be about $100 per square foot. 

The library board has eight members, four of whom are 
appointed by the City of East Jordan and four appointed by 
the East Jordan Schoo] Board. Members may only be 
removed from the board by resignation in writing, or by 
the governor under special circumstances. 

The library board may remove members only in the 
event of negligence of duties, illegal activities or detri- 
mental actions, said Watson. He said there was no wrong- 
doing on the part of Curtin, just bad judement.

Today was an especially memorable and delightful oc- 
casion. With Christmas right around the comer, I decided 
it would be wise and prudent to begin my shopping.

SSGT. Sean Hagerty, a mem- 
ber of Boyne City’s American 
Legion Post, began his military 
career soon after graduating 
from the University of Michigan. 
Following Basic Training at Fort 
Benning, Ga. in 1996. he ac- 
cepted a Ranger Contract and 
was assigned to the Ist of the 
507th Parachute Regiment. Air- 
borne Schoo]. The airborne 
course is three weeks long and 
finishes with five jumps spread 
over three days. At graduation, 
the Ranger haison picked him 
for the 75th Ranger Regiment 
and that very day began a three- 
week course entitled Ranger In- 
doctrination Program (RIP) that 
would be the last step toward 
entering one of the three battal- 
ions. 

Following graduation in April 
of 1997, Hagerty received his first choice for assignment. 
which was the Ist Battalion of the 75th in Savannah, Ga. 

In Savannah, he was assigned to the 2nd Platoon, 
Charlie Company and spent his first year assimilating into 
his squad, while at the same time preparing for Ranger 
School. One year later, in April of 1998, he was selected 
to attend Ranger School and spent the next three months 
walking the woods of Benning, climbing the mountains 
of Dahlonega, or wading through the swamps of Florida. 
Other descriptions aside, he said. the most r~ealing was 
the relief that Ranger Schoo! was over. 

Hagerty spent the next several years training with the 
Regiment both at home and abroad. During his 34 days 
of training in Germany, a four-day pass coincided with 
the opening of Oktoberfest in Munich, Germany. 

During his years of training he occupied several duty 
positions: he carried the Squad Automatic Weapon (SAW) 
for awhile and spent eight months in the AntiTank (AT) 
section, firing an. 84mm rocket called the Car) Gustav. 
Hagerty assumed the team leader role when he was pro- 
moted to sergeant in November of (999, In April of 2001 
he became Squad Leader in Ist Platoon, Charlie Came 
pany, Ist Battalion, 75th Ranger Regiment. 

On Sept. 11, 2001 Hagerty was at Ft Benning, Ga. at- 
tending the Basic NonCommission Officers’ Course. Upon 
graduation he raced home to watch as Alpha Company 


deployed to Afghanistan while B and C (his Charlie Com- - 


pany) stayed home. It was that group which was involved 
in Robert’s Ridge and the downed helicopters claimed 
the lives: of three of the Ranger's soldiers: SGT Bradley 
Crose, SPC Mark Anderson and CPL James Commons.
